I could play with numbers [54 = 3 x 
chai] but the numbers are not the point 
here. What stands out year after year is 
the general increasing seniority of our 
congregants, some of them long-term 
seasoned members. Twelve or so years 
ago, we used to have fun with age by 
ticking off who turned 40, and then who 
turned 50. The 50s became serious. | 
believe Leila Raim was first, then Mike 
Rankin, then Daniel and land then Irene 
Ogus and the list goes on, with Allan 
Gold’s sometime soon. Age need not 
diminish our involvement in Judaism 
and in the realization of that faith. Many 
of us decided to celebrate these age mark- 
ers with pride and began to create cele- 
brations for the stages of seniority as 
life-cycle events. A few years back Batya 
Kalis celebrated her Bat Mitzvah on her 
70th birthday, rededicating herself to lit- 
urgy projects that have benefited us all.

years ago that we could, so we didn't. 
And others among us decide, even 
though they are older, to become adop- 
tive parents or biological fathers, much 
to their surprise, when they consider the 
possibility. Deciding not to have chil- 
dren is a decision not limited to the sin- 
gle 50-ish male; many single womenand 
some couples among us in their 30s de- 
cide not to. So we take steps to enrich our 
lives in other ways. 

And for some of us, the most reward- 
ing way was to join together to grow the 
shul. With the sudden increase of chil- 
dren, the impact of the decision made 
decades ago presents new challenges for 
some of us. Alex and I grasp at chances to 
be with CSZ kids. But of course on our 
terms. 

Another marker of the aging member 
is the desire for CSZ traditions in music 
and liturgy anda growing desire to study. 
And another is the realization that we 
may have something important to im- 
part to the congregation concerning the 
way it makes decisions, and the broad 
philosophical tenets under which we

Re-imagining Reform 
Judaism

Why was this meeting of the Commis- 
sion on Social Action (held at the Reli- 
gious Action Center in Washington, DC 
April 14-17) different from all other 
Commission meetings? Because instead 
of spending all three days considering 
issues of justice and peace (the usual 
agenda) we spent two of the days plan- 
ning the future of Reform Judaism. 

We did so in the company of a new 
generation of rabbis and lay leaders 
chosen to help shape the Reform move- 
ment, and the questions asked were 
anything but easy. What will Reform 
Judaism look like in the next century? 
What kind of worship will touch our 
hearts, souls and minds? What liturgy 
and music will enhance our God-seek- 
ing? What other activities will draw us 
to the synagogue? 

What kinds of Jewish families will 
we have? Perhaps much like those we 
see at Shabbatservices at CSZ (the Com- 
mission is used to my little CSZ plugs): 
single-parent families, blended, inter- 
faith, and multi-cultural families, fam- 
ilies with two men or two women or 
two of one and one of another, those 
with no blood relatives but only their 
synagogue families. And yes, Jewish 
Brady-bunch families, all of us together 
welcoming Shabbat and each other. 

Chair Evelyn Shlensky brought to- 
gether a remarkable faculty to guide 
our debate, including Rabbis Larry 
Hoffman, Peter Knobel, Rachel Cowan, 
Lynne Landsberg, Lennie Thal and Eric 
Yoffe. Educators Linda Thal and Sarah 
Lee challenged us to create a curricu- 
lum for lifetime learning for Jews eager 
to study and teach. 

Leonard (Leibel) Fein, whom Rabbi 
Yoffe just appointed Director of the 
Commission, served as service leader 
at our Yom Hashoah memorial. Al Vor- 
span was there too, and both he and 
Leibel served as our conscience and 
mentors. The work was hard, intense 
and fun. 

We left committed for the next mille- 
nium to worship that is joyful and mov- 
ing, congregations that are true 
communities of faith, and members 
with a knowledge of Judaism that can 
bring healing to a broken world. 

Sound a little like where Sha’ar Za- 
hav is headed? It does to me, too. 
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Minutes of the Va’ad

Rabbi Kahn reported that there are 19 
members signed up for the Israel trip, 
which departs on April 27 and returns 
on May 5. New arrivals: the CSZ Hag- 
gadah and a new office computer. The 
Congregational Seder was a success; we 
should continue to push to match peo- 
ple with families as well. 

The Va’ad took a final look at next 
year’s budget, including an overview of 
CSZ’s financial situation, past, present 
and future. The fact that our expenses 
annually increase at a greater rate than 
our income highlights the need for a 
dues increase if we are to maintain our 
three-month operating reserve and an 
average annual operating reserve of 
$50,000. 

The Va‘ad considered a proposal to 
offer congregants the option of only 
1.25% dues in the first year of the dues 
increase. The proposal was rejected after 
a discussion of why a one-time increase 
was originally passed: to demonstrate 
our commitment to fiscal solvency and 
to avoid the difficulties associated with 
annual increases. 

Ron Lezell updated the Va’ad on the 
net expenses allocated to Children’s Ed- 
ucation as a percentage of CSZ’s total 
general fund budget. Result: the total 
spent by CSZ onchildrenas a percentage 
of our budget in ‘95-96 was only 4.2%. 
With the expansion of our staff educa- 
tor’s job to a full-time position, the per- 
centage will rise to 8.6% in ‘96-97. In 
other respects, the ‘96-97 budget is much 
the sameas last year’s. Our budget, which 
is based on current dues rates, shows a 
$21,000 deficit notwithstanding with- 
drawals from reserves and Ma’ayan 
fund. The new budget passed unani- 
mously, with thanks to Michael Zim- 
merman. 
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The Va’‘ad reviewed the Task Force’s 
final report on the role of the non-Jew in 
the synagogue. The Va’ad accepted the 
Task Force’s report as a working policy 
for the congregation and its leadership, 
one which may require by-law revisions 
in future months. 

The Election Committee reported 
that Jeffrey Forman, Sara Haber, and 
Eileen Levy have agreed to run for the 
three-year Va’ad seats; Ellie Cohen for 
the one-year seat being vacated by 
Jonathan Comisar, who is leaving for 
cantorial school; Mark Bowers for re- 
corder; Leah Wolf for treasurer. Ad- 
ministrative VP Diana Buchbinder and 
Program VP Judith Cohen will each 
run for another term. 


First Yazman Memorial 
Scholarship Awarded 


Tom Yazman, a long time member of 
CSZ, died in May 1994. A pediatrician, 
Tom cared deeply for children and hada 
deep love of Judaism. He left a bequest 
to CSZ to establish the Dr. Tom Yazman 
Scholarship Fund at CSZ. The scholar- 
ship will help a student who is in the bar/ 
bat mitzvah program at CSZ attend a 
summer session at UAHC Camp Swig. 
The qualifications for the Yazman schol- 
arship include: commitment to Torah 
and learning, application to one’s stud- 
ies and active participation in the con- 
gregation. On Tom Yazman’s yahrzeit, 
Aaron Garay Buchbinder became bar 
mitzvah and was awarded the first 
Yazman Scholarship. Aaron will attend 
the Shomrim session at Camp Swig this 
summer. We join in wishing mazel tov to 
Aaron as we also honor Tom’s memory.

work. We want to be asked our opinions 
and respected for our experience. 

The benefit of being involved in our 
shul is to have experiences with all ages 
and all stages of life centered around our 
spiritual life together. In the early years 
of the congregation we used the word 
family to describe what we felt was the 
informing metaphor of our relationships. 
Later we started to use the term commu- 
nity, which allows more diverse ele- 
ments. Now we are actively supporting 
the formation of chavurot, affinity groups, 
interest groups, friendly groups with 
some purpose and goal. Several chavitrot 
have come and gone, but there is one 
activity that seasoned members have par- 
ticipated in over the years, and that is 
our Kaiser Brunch program. 

For the past ten years, our Kaiser 
Brunch Committee celebrated the last 
Sunday of each month by providing a 
brunch to patients, family and care-giv- 
ers inthe AIDS wards of Kaiser Hospital. 
The committee evolved into a chavurah, 
really. Allan Berenstein (when he was 
40) chaired the committee with the late 
Frank Hyman, and as the years went on 
a group of regulars could be relied on to 
come each month. The group cut across 
the age range, but most were in their 50s 
or so. The chavurah used the brunch to 
check in with each other, supporting 
each other and those for whom they 
brought food. The brunchis closing down 
but the chavurah remains and is explor- 
ing other options. 

For these and other reasons, I plan to 
help foster chavurot for seasoned mem- 
bers (15-year veterans) or members over 
50. I plan to ask people to help form a 
Torah Study Chavurah for seniors and 
perhaps to request an allocation from

Ma’ayan for seed money to pay for a 
teacher. There is currently the begin- 
nings of an adult B’nai Mitzvah class that 
generally is set up to run for two years, 
but we could start another class for se- 
niors to run in tandem. 

Ihave plans to target seasoned mem- 
bers and invite them to discussion ses- 
sions on synagogue issues, hoping to tap 
into the knowledge and experience that 
come with age. This unofficial chavurah 
of the CSZ-wise could help those of us 
who are charged with governance get 
the bigger picture and become more 
aware of little-noticed concerns, such as 
when we consider buying a building, for 
example. 

And it is important for all who are 
seasoned (whether lightly seasoned or 
well seasoned) to make their presence 
knownand their concerns known incon- 
structive ways. Come to Va’ad meetings. 
Join or rejoin finance or building com- 
mittees. Planoncoming to the CSZ Camp 
Swig Weekends and ask for workshops 
relevant to us: adult study groups; adult 
arts and crafts workshops; and perhaps 
discussion groups about fears of alone- 
ness as we get older and what we can 
expect from our synagogue to help alle- 
viate these things. 

Yes, | woke up a few years back and 
looked at a picture of myself sitting ona 
sofa in our apartment in Tel Aviv and 
there I was, no beard and not a gray hair 
on my head. It seemed like yesterday. 
Butas Allan Berenstein keeps reminding 
me: “It wasn’t, Gracie.” And I notice all 
my friends at the shul are a bit more 
lined and grayer and wiser. And I want 
to reconnect with them and believe that 
chavurot sponsored by the congregation 
is the way. Let me hear your thoughts.
